National Index 


Another useful feature is the depos- 
iting card catalogue, in process of up- 
building, of the Library of Congress, 


one in Boston or vicinity who wishes to 
consult the Library of Congress to ascer- 
tain before making the trip to Washing- 
ton if the work which he wishes to ex- 
amine is contained in the national li- 
brary. As this card catalogue was begun 
within the past generation the accumu- 
lation of books in the Library of Con- 
gress made during earlier years have to 
be catalogued—a work which is being 
carried on as fast as appropriations per- 
mit. Meanwhile the card catalogue keeps 
up with the additions of books in the 
national library frorfi year to year. 

As the state library is primarily for 
the use of state officers, particularly the 
Legislature, it naturally lends itself to 
highly specialized use. It furnished a 
great deal of help early in the year to 
the commission appointed by the Legis- 
lature to investigate the subject of work- 
ingmen’s compensation and similarly last 
year the. state homestead commission 
was supplied with much material ger- 
mane to its purposes. ‘The information 
regarding the income tax was also avail- 
able for the use of the Legislature when 
the question was discussed whether the 
state should go on record as favoring a 
federal income tax law. 


Anything which will aid in the draft- 
ing of a law or the making of a speech 
pertinent to any legislative question is 
pertinent to the purposes of the state li- 
brary. Hence it is that a newspaper 
index of current events is growing year 
by year to be a significant feature of the 
library. 

In building up this library the aim has 
been to develop a working legislative and. 
general reference library, avoiding both.

Law 


The same provision is made in the 
act of incorporation (1814) of the Social 
Law library, which differs from the State 
library inasmuch as it aims to cover 
the field of law with absolute thorough- 
ness, so far as affairs are concerned that 
appeal to the working lawyer of today. 
This it can effect for the reason that 
its only interest is law, whereas the 
State library has a much wider variety 
of interests. In brief, the Social Law 
library aims to be completely equipped 
with the tools that a lawyer of today 
wants. ‘This completeness is character- 
istic, either’: in statute law or in reports 
of judicial decisions. It is absolutely 
complete in current American reports 


the several jurisdictions, with their re- 
visions. So far as English, Irish and 
Scotch reports are concerned it is com- 
plete to the extent that interests Am- 
erican lawyers. 


Local History 


The Massachusetts Historical Society 
also is one of those organizations which, 
by the terms of the act, incorporating it

country. Yet a vast many of us hardly | 
know our right hand from our léft in this | 
respect.” | 

When Thomas wrote these words the. 
acquisition of the great tract of terri- | 
tory known as the Louisiana Purchase) 
was but 11 years old and the country 
compared in territory to what it now is, 
was very small. Boston and Philadelphia 


hand many county townships and vil- 
lages had a more substantial and busy 
population than they have today. It 
was not only to the manhood and youth 
of the city population of that day that 
Thomas addressed this wholesome and 
sensible advice, but to the men and boys 
of the towns and villages nestling on 
the hillsides and in the valleys of New 
England and to those upon the lonelier 
outlying farms. Perched on the quiet 
fastness of those rugged hills that make 


the New England landscapes, sur; 
rounded by sturdy trees and cleared pas- 
ture and meadows everywhere laced by

/wrote this paragraph, he taught — his 
Shakespeare and Milton. 
in those days, were not eased of 
so much effort as they are now, and a 
journey was a journey, not a mere 
process of movement. Geography was to 
them as much a part of useful knowl- 
edge as arithmetic, and it is pretty safe 
to hazard that it was to them a source 
of political imagination. Cathay and O, 
Brazil and the Mountains of the Moon 
still held the interest for the men of 
that generation that they had held for 
their forefathers in Devonshire and 
Yorkshire, but with the practical and 
wise knowledge that they were parts 
of the real world’s comméhwealth, to 
which goods must be sent for sale and 
from which goods in return must be 
brought back to swell the volume of 
their country’s store. . 

Geography was a good deal in men’s 
minds a century ago. When Dr. Benja- 
min Trumbull preached a “Century Ser- 
mon” at North Haven in Connecticut in 
1801, he said, among other things, that 
“schoolboys _— more of geography 
now, than men did a hundred years 
ago,” but it is very much to be doubted 
whether we could today match Dr. 
Trumbull’s boast with a like contrast 
in favor of our own times. 

“Civis Romanus sum” was a very fine 
speech to make, but we shall lose its 


point if we overlook the fact that the 


Roman commonwealth at that time was 
virtually the name for the whole civilized 
world. The citizenship, to be sure, took 
its virtue from that little state that had 
been ancient Rome, but the virtue once 
created spread from Antioch to Neweas- 
tle; the Roman’s geography was the 
world’s geography. Had he confined ‘t 
to Tibur or Praeneste never could Rome’s 
world march have been guided.» “Cock- 
ney Romanus” would furnish a type that 
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does nothing to make wile the glory 7f 
a people; the world ‘s not stayed by in- 
growing virtues but by those that spread 
and take root; if a man have a good 


word to say he must say it to his fel- 


and to do this he must know 
If he 
learn where they are, and that is a good . 
part of geography, he will soon learn 
what they are, in most cases to his 
profit. 

New England is very much like the 
mother England; it is a smal! territory, 
with an active and clear-headed popula- 
tion very much pleased with themselves, 
or which indeed they have excuse. 
They have wrought, they have taught, 
they have thought cleanly, and all these | 
achievements, that fortunately continue, 
are very much to be prized, if for no 
other reason than that they have pre- 
served a moral tradition vital to the 
state. But they must not prefer lanes 
to highways, they must not nourish the 
captivating and comfortable little to the 
neglect of the more painful or more rug- 
ged big; they must give the voices of 
their thoughts, as they have done be- 
fore and will again, to make what Ed- 
mund Burke in the “Appeal to the Old 
Whigs” speaks of as a “grand chorus 
of national harmony.” Their country is 
the United States of America, their 
countrymen the man that wears a hand- 
kerchief about his neck and the man 
that has his linen from Paris; their 
boundaries are those,of this nation, and 
their duty is the same from Tampa to 
Eastport, “that every man should know 
the history and geography of his own 
country.”

These figures are contained in the 
annual report of the department of com- 
merce and labor submitted to President 
Taft Tuesday by Secretary Nagel.

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HATPIN CASE 
FOR TRAVELER 


HERE is, perhaps, nothing so difficult 
tL to pack as a hatpin, and especially 
the hatpins of present dimensions, with 
their large ornament heads and Jong 
prongs. Many ot the most costly hatpin 
heads can be «inserewed,from the prong, 
which, of course, simplifies the matter in 
packing, but it is always wise after 
fastening the top on again to further 
secure it with some sealing wax or glue, 
as it will be likely otherwise to become 
loosened and fall off. 

Among the novelties of the moment 


are to be seen hatpin cases of leather, 


designed especially fer the traveler, with 
little racks to keep each pin in place 
and from rubbing against the others 
With a comparatively small cardboard 
soap box or a box tke size always used 
in delivering hatpins from the shops can 
be made an extremely useful case al- 
most, if not quite, as good as the more 
costly articles in pigskin or morocco. 
The box is sim>ly covered with cretonne 
or silk, or even a pretty wall paper, 
while inside are placed at each end a 
cardboard rack cut in suitable size and 
shape to fit between the sides of the box 
and hold firmiy as many pins as the 
width of the box ind the size of the tops 
of the pirs will permit.

The object of this was to be able to 
have some-sort of a window curtain until 
the vines should grow to the window top, 
and to avoid too much bare trellis. My 
curtains were of white cheesecloth with 
a stenciled design in green and rose, and 
hung down straight to the middle sec- 
tion of the window, where they met the 
short trellis. A valance finished the top

and finally I narrowed the choice to two, 
Japanese or English ivy, deciding on the 
jatter.

RITING in Good Housekeeping. of 

the best way to treat a forequarter 
of lamb, Anna Barrows of the Teachers 
College, New York city, says: 

In New England markets the forequar- 
ter is cut off close to the shoulder blade, 
leaving eight ribs on the hind quarter.

ENDS WITH HOPEFUL OUTLOOK 


Immense Shrinkage in the Volume of Business Compared 
With Transactions of the Previous Twelve Months, 
but Situation Is Handled Conservatively.

transactions in the staple during the 12 
months that come to a close with the 
current week. . 

The calendar year has marked several! 
periods that were more than disappoint- 
ing, although the dealers at the seaboard 
have come through the stress of a very 
pronounced curtailment of activities with 
far less serious consequences in actual 
losses than they might have encountered 
if conservatism had not governed their 
every move. r 
-Statistics of Boston’s wool receipts 
and shipments tell_a story of abnormal 
lack -of activity in the textile industry 
during the greater part of the year. 

Domestic arrivals for the entire vear 
will foot up very close to 200,000,000 
pounds, compared with approximately 
250,000,000 pounds for the vear 1909. 

In receipts of imported wool the gap 
is even wider, the 1910 arrivals from 
abroad being about 80,000,000 pounds, 
whereas the 1909 imports were about 
150,000,000 pounds. 

This means that instead of handling 
400,000,000 pounds of wool, as in 1909, 
the Boston wool trade has received less 
than 300,000,000 pounds of domestic and 
foreign wool combined during the past 
year. 

This great shrinkage in the volume of 
business in the greatest wool 
cf the United States is attributed in 
part by representatives of the wool man-

At all times there have been boys willing to work for their tuition 
and board, and at all times such boys have found helpful friends in 
colleges and college towns.

The only points in dispute now are those concerning the meth- 
ods to be employed in: prosecuting the work. After going over 
ground familiar to readers of this newspaper, Mr. Hawkes says 
that the main question resolves itself into one of rushing the west- 
ern crop to the seaboard during a short season.

committed.”

As already presented in these columns, the plea of the Germans 
is that the supply of potash at best is limited and that Germany is 
only consulting her own welfare when she takes steps to conserve her 
supply. The right of a nation to conserve her natural resources 
cannot very well be disputed, and least of all by the United States. 
But with the announcement that the new potash law interferes with 
the fulfilling of contracts.made prior to its enactment, we~have an 
entirely new phase of the question. Although this may precipitate 
a disturbing complication, it does not follow that it is one that 
cannot be adjusted without resort to retaliatory measures on the 
part of this country. What is tore likely to be the case is that 
out of the present controversy the United>States and Germany will 
come to a clearer understanding of each other’s views with rela- 
tion to trade between the two countries. : 

There may be something more than a mere desire to. conserve 
natural resources behind the restriction which Germany has placed 
upon potash output and exportation; there may be trade and even 
“trust” reasons behind it; but it will be a rather difficult thing to. 
prove that a German law was intended to operate, or is operating, 
in a manner to work injury especially to citizens or interests of — 
the United States. Should this be proved, it might seem even more © 


difficult for Germany to defend such discrimination, 
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
